A REPORTED VICTORY OVER THE 
APACHES. 


The Supposed Secret of Crock’s Movements— 
Anxi uato Crueh Out the Aapscies Before 
Making His Whereabouts Known, 


Trcson, Arizona, May 29.—General Crook 
is reported to have had a battle with the 
Apaches near Guayanapo, in the Sierra Ma~ 
dre mountains. The force of (General Crook 
numbered 500 and that of the Apaches 400, 
Fifty Indians were killed. General Grook’s 
lossisnotstated. A dispatch from Hermosillo 
contradicts the report that General Crook had 
a battle with the Apaches on the 15th, saying 
that if an engagement had occurred the au- 
thorities at that place would have heard of it. 
The fact is that General Crook has been so 
maligned, and such abusive reports have been 
sent overthe country fromsome ofthe Arizona 
and Texas papers, that he is keeping his 
movements quiet, and it will be impossible 
to get any news from him until he has driven 
the Apaches from their stronghold, and the 
Indian question of Arizona is settled. 


KELLEY’S CANCER. 


The Veteran Cangreseman in Danger of Fellowing the 
Late senuter Miil, 


WasHiIneton, May 29.—A good deal of ap- 
prehension is created here by the publication 
of the fact that Judge Kelley, the veteran 
Pennsylvania congressman, father of the 
house and champion of the present tariff 
system,has undergone an operation for the re 
moval of a cancer. The Republican pub- 
lishes a letter written by Dr. R R. Ripley, in 
which he says: ‘ The operation was a very 
severe one; the cut reaches from 
the corner of the muuth to the 
base of the ear on the right side. Five 
doctors and your humble servant were in 
attendance upon him through the operation, 
which occupied two hours, he being under 
the influence of ether allthetime. At pres- 
ent, although not out of bed, he is doing 
splendidly, and is recovering with remarku- 
bie rapidity, and Dr. Thomas G. Morton said 
yesterday that he felt confident he would be 
able to sail on the 2d of June, for which day 
his passage is engaged for Liverpool.”’ 

The painful recollections of the late Sena- 
tor Hill and his long struggles against tnis 
almost unconquerable foe of humanity makes 
the announcement offJ udge Keiley’s affiiction 
a subject of exce@iing regret here. No man 
in congress is held in higher regard in Wash- 
ington than Judge Kelley. Fur twenty-two 
consecutive years he has been here, a mem- 
ber of the house, and is chosen to return 
again to next congress. No other member of 
the house has such a record, and none has 


served more acceptably to his constita- 
ents or with fewer attacks upon 
his personal record. Tall, seneuiar, 


conspicuous for the very plainness of his face, 
which evidently was never a handsome one 
as the word usually goes, he is honored by all, 
whether in or out of his party, and beloved 
by those who knew personally his gentle, no- 
ble character. Twenty-two consecutive years 
in congress, the leader of his party on the 
great tariff question, ho.ored at home and 
abroad, here is the simple biographical sketch 
of bimself, which he furnished to the Con- 
gressional Directory. 

“William D. Kellsy, of Philadelphia, was 
born at Philadelphia, April 12, 1814; received 
a thorough English education; vas reader in 
@ printing office, and afterward an apprentice 
in a jewelry establishment; removed to Bos- 
ton where he worked five years as a journey- 
man jeweler; returned to Philadelphia where 
he studied and practiced law, devoting him- 
self also to literary pursuits; was twice prose- 
cuting attorney for the city and county of 
Philadelphia, and for ten years judge of the 
court of common pleas of Pailadelphia; was 
a delegate to the national republican conven. 
tion at Chicago in 1860; was elected to-the 
thirty seventh. thirty-eighth, thirty-ninth, 
fortieth, forty first, forty-second, forty third. 
forty-forth, forty-fifth and forty-sixth con- 
gress, and was reelected to the forty-seventh 
congress as a republican, receiving 25,68 
votes, against 10,487 votes for George Bull, 
democrat,”’

NEXT YEAR’S ELECTION. 


Kepublicans Declare Virgini@and Nurth Corolina to 
e Necessary. 


WasHincton, May 29.—The National Re- 
publican, edited by the first assistant post- 
master general, 4d the alleged organ of the 
aiministration, lays down the law this morn- 
ing regarding the election of 1584. It says 
that no republican president can be elected 
without the aid of the southern states. Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina must be carried, ac- 
cording to;sMr. Hatton, by the republicans, or 
the democrats will win. He dves not think 
that either New York, New Jersey, In- 
diana or California can be safeiy relied upon 
to give republican majorities, and if all these 
states should be lost the republican candi- 
dates would reseive but 18) votes in the 
north. Two hundred and two votes are nec- 
essary to a choice, and the twenty-three votes 
of Virginia and North Carolina will, in the 
opinion of the acting postmaster genera!, de- 
cide the election in tavor of the republicans, 

The Repubiiean says: ‘These twenty three 
electoral votes can only be had by a cuvaii- 
tion between republicans and independents.” 
It also avers that if the republican party 
slights Mahone that the electoral vote of Vir- 
ginia will be cast against the republican as 
well as against the democratic party. The 
yresident has thus far been faithful to 
Ss inseeeate tee Virginia. Mr. Dezen- 


dorf protested against the pros- 
titution of the civil service at Norfolk 
to political ends, but nothing was done 


to prevent the Virginia boss trom carrying 
out his programme. There iv reason, how- 
ever, to believe that the president is growing 
weary of the continual manipulation of fed- 
eral offices in Virginia by Mr. Mahone. The 
Virginia senator bas worked the administra- 
tion incessantly for the past year, and when- 
ever his demands have not been instantly ac- 
corded the threat of a loss of the electoral 
vote of Virginia has been paraded. 

New York bas thirty-six electoral votes, 
thirteen yotes more than the combined vote 
of Virginia and North Carolina. The corres- | 
pondent was told at the white house last 
week that it would be easier to carry New 
York in the presidential eleetiva by strict ad-

The Great Kentucky Editer on the Homicidal Side 
Southern Life. . 
NasHvVILLe, Tenn., May 20.—At the Van- 
derbilt Alumni association’s banquet to-day, 
among the sentiments most loudly applaud- 
ed was an expression in favor ofthe educa- 
tion of the colored race in the south, and that 
civil liberty wasa mockery without educa- 
lion, conimensurate with its responsibility. 
To-night at Vanderbilt university, Hon. 
Henry Watterscn delivered an address before 
the literary societies, taking for his subject 
“The Homicidai Side of Southern Life.’’ His 
conclusion was that homicidal propensity 
wus false, but waning standard of manly 
courage and honor. The remedy was in 
the hands of the churchmen, schoolmen 
and the press. Hesaid: “Much of the iil- 
repute which is visited upon :he south is tra- 
ditional. There was atime when what was 
called ‘the code of bonor’’ prevailed among 
us. lit was the fashion for public men, par- 
ticularly for journalists, to goout and fight. 
If individuals must settie their disputes by a 
resort to arms, perhapsthe prearranged duel 
offers the fairest mode of adjustment. Buu 
the trouble about such affairs was thatif they 
were eyer conducted with a chiv&irous re- 
gard to the equities of personal combat, they 
degenerated into the merest jockeying for 
advantages. It was this which, in Engiand, 
abolished dueling. Its disuse with us may 
be ascribed in part to the same cause, joined 
to the absurd figure which the professional 
duelists of the south cutin the war between 
the sections. One and ail they made the 
poorest soldiers. They could not endure fa- 
tigue, they could not tolerate discipline, and 
in many cases they turned out to be not 
merely lazy and idle braggarts, but pusillan- 
imous cowards. To-day no southern man 
ot character and responsibility would send 
or accept a chailenge. . He would shrink not 
so much from the encounter as from the dis- 
grace, and less from the disgrace than from 
the conteinpt which has fallen upon the bel- 
ligerent correspondence, the mock-heroic set- 
tlement ou paper and the reciprucal . pub- 
lication of mutnally satisfied honor. As a 
rule, however, during the reign of the code, 
its votaries were either very hot-headed 
yeung men or men leading loose and reckless 
lives. The same may be said of those who, 
too impetuous to wait forthe formalities of 
the code, seek the common thoroughfare as 
afield of honor, and improvise .their duels 
Without seconds or surgeons or benefit of 
clergy. YouandI and all of us know that 
these affairs are, in nine cases out of ten, 


the result of the use of stimulants, 
and that those who take part. in 
them, so far from _ being representa 


tive nen and admired of the multitude, 
are penerally men upon the down grade of 
social consideration, or else men enturely out- 
lawed from decent, Christian brotherh od. 
We have not yet reached the millennium yet 
in the south. No more have the people of the 
north, But the fighters have had their day. 
Just after our great war there was a childish 
effort made in certain quarters to revive the 
twurpey. It was a dismal failure, . The spirit 
of chivalry was met by the genius of labor, 
and the struggle was for an instant only. 
Work won it, and so the heroes of our time 
are fast becoming the victors in man’s and 
womian’s fight for human freedom and intel- 
lectual, moral and physical dévelopment. 
in the popular imagination, Saladin is re- 
placed by science; our troubadour is the 
trumpet-call of religion; and-the music of 
the lute is hushed forever by the deeper 
music of the loom. Even among 
warriors it is not the bloody butchers of old 
who are held up as model captains, but the 
Hayelocks and the Lees, the Stonewall Jack- 
sons and the Garnet Wolseleys, men who 
have joined to soldiership scholarship, and to 
both gertle manhood and simple truth. 
Kverywhere the world is seeking to rescue 
itseif from feudal darkness At length the 
man is saying to the woman “help me,”’ ana, 
lo, the woman—no longer a handmaiden—is 
taking her place by the side of ber comrade, 
not her lord, and, heart to heart, the two are 
hewing out of life larger and richer fields of 
happiness and usefulness. The spirit of the 
age is movement; and nowhere in the world 
is it more earnest or more active than it is at 
this moment at the south,”

THE BELLEVILLE RIOT. 


A SHARP ENCOUNTER BETWEEN 
SOLDIERS AND STRIKERS. 


The Miners and Their Wives;Take Possession ofthe 
Mines and Dofy the Authoritice—Three Ccrs 
panies of Soldiers Appeer Upon the 
Scene—The Killed and Wounded. 


Sr. Louris, May 29.—The swikeof Illinois 
miners which culminated yesterday in riot- 
ing and bloodshed, has been in progress for 
fully two weeks. A remarkable feature of its 
last stages was the active part which the wives 
and daughters of the miners took in prevent- 
ing new men from working the mines. These 
Amazons, numbering fully three hundred, 
marched in battle array, and supported by 
about one hundred and fifty miners, took 
posesssion of the mines yesterday, and work 
was entirely suspended throughout the dis- 
trict. The militia, which Governor Hamil- 
ton ordered out Thursday, consisting of com- 
panies from Tayloryille, Edwardsville aad 
Verden, have been concentrated at east St. 
Lauis ee to be im readiness 
to proceed at any point threatened. 
They were placed under the coim- 
mand of Colonel Barkley, of Springfield, who 
received instructions from the governor to 
take his orders from the sheriff of the county 
in which troops were stationed. Yesterday 
morning Barkley was notified that the mob 
had taken possession of the mines arov nd 
Belleville, and the civil authorities were pow- 
erless. He immediately started with his 
three companies on board the train and ar- 
rived at Belleville late in the afteruoon,when 
he learned that the mob had taken possess'on 
of mine number one at Reinecke, a simali sta- 
tion on the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
in St. Clair county, three and a half miles 
west of Belleville. The militia started for 
that point, reaching it about 5:30 p. m. 

THE BATTLE FOUGHT. 

From the car windows they saw a mob of 
five hundred strikers and about one hundred 
frantic women in possession dfthe mine, The 


women had just come from Rose Hill, and 


wild with rage, were very much more demon- 
strative than the men. Ihe train stopped in 
a ravine between twohigh hills and both 
bluffs were covered with strikers, the women 
having taken a position gon the summit. De- 
puty Sheriff Anthony, of St. Clair county 
mounted upon a box on the depot platform, 
and addressing the strikers, suid he did nqgt 
desire to haye trouble, but he wanted the 
laws complied with and earnestly urged tne 
mob to disperse peaceably. Betore he con- 
cluded, the report of a pistol rung out in the 
air, followed by two more shots 
from the summit of the hill. The deputy 
felt a bullet whistie past his ear and 
noticing where the smoke came from in the 
mob, drew his pistol and fired in that direc- 
tion. This was the signal fora general fusi- 
lade from the mob, ahd one of the soidiers, 
who was just getting out of the cars, fell with 
a bullet through his knee. Two-thirds of the 
militia were still in the cars when Deputy 
Sheriff Anthony ordered Colonel Barkley to 
give word to fire, and the colonel shouted out 
the command to his men. The troops filed 


rapidly out of the cars and poured a volley: 


into the strikers with deadly effect. The 
latter retreated, but returned the fire, where- 
upon a second volley was given by the mil- 
itia. 

THE MOB SCATTERED, 


The mob of men and woman alike scattereds - ek bythe French on the 


and ran helter skelter through. guises, dnd 
ravines. After the smoke had cleared away 
it was found thatune of the strikers had been 
insiantly killed, and another shot through 
the head, so that he cannot recover. A third 
wus shot through the hips. Several made 
their escape, leaving bloody trails behind 
them, 
learned. Twenty-six of the mob were made 
prisoners, and are now held by the soldiers in 
their camp. Company F, of Edwardsville, 
numbering forty-five men, remain at Rei- 
necke with prisoners. The 
and Verden companies left late last night 
for home, but under orders to hold them- 
selves in readiness to move on Collinsville, 
where trouble is anticipated to-day. Ata late 
hour last night everything was quiet in Belle- 
ville district. 
ALL QUIET TO-DAY. 

Dispatches from Belleville, Illinois, state 
that everything isquiet now. The inquest on 
the dead striker begins at 11 o’clock, The 
Reinicke mine, where the riot occurred last 
evening, is working this morning under the 
protection of the militia. This is the ma- 
chine mine, which does not employ regular 
miners, and was working yesterday under an 
agreement made with the miners some days 
avo that if any further trouble occurs it will 
be at mines some distant from 
which at this writing haye not been neard 
from. The sheriff reports: all quiet 
at the pits in the immediate vicinity 
of Belleville. The streets of that city are 
crowded with miners and citizens discussing 
the events of yesterday. The firing by the 
militia is generally viewed in favorable light. 
Fred Hoffmaster, the giassblower, who was 
killed in yesterdays encounter, came from 
Pittsburg. He had been in Belleville two 
weeks. The glassplowers at Belleville are on 
astrike, and some of them were with the 
striking miners yesterday, which accounts 
for Hoffmaster’s presence at the Reinick mine. 
There seems to be no doubt that the deputys

had been fired by the strikers, two of them 
aimed directly at Anthony

THE GRAND JURY SUMMONED

section to-day, and it would not be well fora 
mob of any kind, with the idea of violating 
the law again by attempting to interfere with 
rights of others.

TORNADO iN INDIANA.

The Winds Playing ttavoe in the State of Hendricks 
and McDonald. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 29.—About six o’clock 
last evening a cyclone struck the town of Ed- 
inburg, Indiana, following a heavy rain-fall 
storm, lasting ten minutes, and raged with 
great violence. The spire of the Methodist 
church was blown down.upon the roof of the 
parsonage, crushing through to the ground. 
South of the town a grove of timber belong 
ing to George Cutsinger was demolished, and 
_ four miles further the cyclonestruck the farm 
of B. J. Deming, wreckingthe barn, killing 
Mr. Deming’s son Frank and injuring a farm 
hand. 

Terre Havre, Ind., May 29.—A double 
tornado swept by Clay City at five o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, the extremities being a 
mile apart. Clay City, which was in the 
center, escaped with slight damage, buf at 
Neal’s mill, on one side, a house was swept 
out of existence. Six persons were killed, a 
bridge was destroyed, and general destruction 
prevails. On the other side, in a little settle- 
ment, five persons were killed, houses were 
blown to pieces, and one child was blown 
away and has not yet been found. Twelve 
‘persons were injured besides those killed. 
Trees have been blown down overa wide 
area, 

Fort SmitH, Ark., May 29.—This morning 
a terrific storm passed over this city, unroof- 
ing houses, blowing down shade trees and 
carrying away fences.

A WOMAN'S MYSTERY. 


WHAT WINB DID FOR A FAIR 
STRANGER. 


The Developments in the Case of Miss Julia BH. Grady, 
the Young Schoo! Mistress from the Golden 
State of California—She Tells the Story of 
A Night's Adventure in Atlante. 


Miss Julia H Grady, the California lady 
who was detained at the stationhouse Mon- 
day night, is sojourneying in Atlanta, but 
her stay will probably cease to-day, as she 
has expressed a determination to resume her 
journey by one of the trains which will leave 
this afternoon. 

Hercase was.the central topic yesterday, 
and the more it was disensed, the more inter- 
esting it became. Captain Bagby and Captain 
Crim with unti:ing energy attempted 
to ascertain the person who commit- 
ted the robbery, but their  effors 
were in vain. Miss Grady’s story 
is accredited and the treatment to which she 


has been subjected is truly shameful. She 
spent the entire night at the stationhouse, 
sitting in achair in the oflice, and as the 
hours passed by her reason returned. As she 
gradually passed from the influence of the 
wine she had imbibed her recollection of the 
events of the evening returned and by morn- 
ing she was able to give a pretty clear state- 
ment of what had transpired. About nine 
o'clock Chief Connolly caused her removal to 
a hotel near the city prison and he then made 
an investigation of the case. The first 
step taken by the chief was the 
release of Simpson, the hack driver. Against 
him there was no conclusive evidence and his 
release was a matter of necessity. Before 
leaving the city prison Simpson reiterated his 
statement madé immediately after his arrest, 
This statement was that he had been engaged 
to drive the lady over the city and, after vis 
iting various parts of the city, he started for 
the springs. While on the Boulevard Miss 
Grady asked him if there was no place where 
she could get a drink of wine. Simpson re- 
plied in the affirmative and drove the lady to 
H. Rich’s wine rooms, on Wheat street, at 
the corner of Yonge street. There the lady 
left the carriage and entered the 
place. This was about 5 o'clock aid 
for nearly two hours he awaited her return. 
About this time Mr. Rich, the proprietor of 
the place, came out and paid Sinrpson his 
fee and dismissed him. Simpson then drove 
to town and related his dav’s adventure to 
some hackmen who advised him to go back 
and get the lady and take her back to the 
Kimball, from which hotel he had staried 
with her. Simpson returned and informed 
imr. Rich that Mr. Scoville, of the Kimball, 
had sent forthe lady. Mr. Rich conducted 
her to the catriage and he started off. Before 
the carriage left, however Mr. Rich instruct- 
ed Simpson to bring thelady back if she had 


any trouble at the Kimball. When 
near the corner of Fort street, 
Simpson alleges, the lady asked 


again for wine. He got off his box and went 
into Poindexter’s saloon, near the corner of 
Wheat and Fort, and got two drinks of wine. 
When he returned to the carriage a man was 
seated beside Miss Grady, and he and she 
drank the wine. Then, at their instruction, 
he started for the Boulevard. After driving 
an hour he looked back into the carriage and 
discovered that the man. was gone and the 
woman was asleep on the seat. Simpson did 
not know what to do with her, and took her 
to Nora Clayton’s pagnio, at. 154. W heat steset, 
where he left her. Later he went back, and 
finding Miss Grady in the street, brought her 
to the station house, at her request, as she 
said she had been robbed. Simpson declares 
that he don’t know who the man was or where 
he got out. 

Miss Grady is an intelligent lady about 38 
years of age. Shespeaks quite fluently, using | 
good language. She appears to be a modest 
lady and when speaking of her (scapade of 
Monday night does so with great hesitation 
and apparent shame. She reviews her life 
and defies any one to sustain a charge of any 
kind against hercharacter, Sheadmits, how 
ever, that she is addicted to the use of wine, 
and says that occasionally she drinks too 
much, For a long time sne 
was a teacher in the San 
Francisco public schools and several months 
ago come south to visit a brother-in-law who 
has charge of a gold mine near Saulsbury, N. 
C. She was en route home when she came to 
Atlanta. To everybody she was ‘‘not at 
home’’ yesterday after being removed to the 
hotel. In fact, her dissipation of Monday 
night caused her to remain in bed all day. 
Chief Connolly alone conversed with her, and 
to him she told ber siory with downcast 
eyes as a deep blush spread over her cheek. 
She says she hired the carriage for a drive and 
asked for the wine. She was driven to Mr. 
Rich’s and drank her wine. She thought 
this not at all improper, as she asked 
the driver if ladies visited the place before he 
reached it and received an affimative answer. 
She drank her wine and paid Mr. Rich for it. 
He treated her with respect during the eve- 
ning. After she drank a bottle of wine she 
gave Mr. Rich a twenty-dollar gold piece and 
instructed him to pay the driver and dismiss 
him, as he (Mr. Rich) had promised to see her 
back to the hotel. Mr. Rich paid the bill and 
while he was absent from the room she se- 
creted her money, as she thought at the time, 
all she had, in one stocking and her railroad 
ticket in the other. Later the carriage re- 
turned and she was told that she 
was wanted at the hotel. She got 
in and started for the hotel but stopped to 
get a drink of wine. She don't know where 
or why she stopped, and does not remember 
anything after drinking that glass of wine 
until she awoke in Nora Clayton's house, 
Miss Grady exhibitsa certificate of deposit 
for quitea sum of money in a California 
bank. She has with her quite an 
elegant wardrobe and fully a thousand dollars 
worth of fine jewelry. During yesterday her 
svstem was in such’ condition that she was 
given wine and other stimulating drinks. 
She seems greatly depressed by what has oc- 
curred, and yesterday telegraphed her broth- 
er-in-law, but up to midnight no reply had 
been received. She recounts a life’s history 
and protests her innocence of any offense 
other than drinking. After becoming herself 
yesterday morning she discovered that with 
her ringasum of money had also Wisap- 
peared. From her statement to Chief Con- 
nolly, there is a suspicion that 
Miss Grady has been more 
wretchedly used than being robbed. To 
him she stated that she would give anything 
to be able to push a knife into the villian’s 
heart. It is uncertain whether or not Miss 
Grady will await the arrival of her brother-in- 
law. She is exceedingly depressed, and ex- 
presses the belief that she was drugged. 

Mr. Rich was, of course, as :nacn talked of 
yesterday as Miss Grady. He has a de- 
fensive story, and it throws ad- 
ditional light upon the case. He says that 
when the carriage drove up and the lady 
came in he treated her just as he always treats 
female customers, He directed her to his 
apartments where women are served and 
took her order. She ordered champagne and 
drank and paid for it. After she remained 
there awhile she asked him to pay her hack- 
man and dismiss him. She gave him a 
twenty-dollar gold piece and he did her bid- 
ding and return her change, which she 
placed in her purse. 

“Then, how about her departure from your 

se? 


“Well, sometime after Bimspson came back | 


and said Mr. Scoville wanted the a > Tpet = = 
her in the hack and they started off for the 


hotel. I told Simpson if there was any 
trouble to let me know or to bring the lady 
back. He promised to do so and I returned 


to my business.”’ 

“Was any oneinthe hack when Simpson 
returned for Miss Grady.” 

“No one that I know of.”’ 

“How many rings did she have, or did you 
notice?’ 

‘Yes, she wore three rings. Shewas nicely 
attired and conversed with me and my boy 
in the store. She told us where she was from 
and gave quite a talk after she got a little 
tight. I knew she could not goto the Kim- 
ball house in that condition, and therefore 
told the hackman to let me know if there 
was any trouble.” 

‘‘And there was no one in the hack when 
you put her in it?” 

“No, but not long after putting ber in the. 
hack 1 closedyp and walked down Wieat 
street. This was about half past nine o'clock 
and when I gotto the corner of Fort and 
Wheat I saw Simpson and the carriage. She 
and aman wereinit.and [asked Simpson. 
what it meant. I knew they had had more 
than enough time to go to the 
hotel, and was surprised to +ee 
her there, and especially with aman. Simp- 
son, in reply to my question, said that it was 
a Kimball house clerk, and that he would 
see me after awhile. He then went, into the 
barand came out with two drinks, which 
ag fp 

“Do you know who that man was?’ 

“No, but I+ believe it was a negro 
named McGhee. McGhee is 80 
white you could not tell that he was a negro 
after dark. When Simpson was oe for 
the lady at my place of business I saw*him 
and McGhee talking.”’ 

‘‘Why do you think it was McGhee?” 

‘“‘Because | saw them talking together. I 
noticed the hat in the hack.

Nora Clayton’s knowledge throws but little 
light on the matter. She said: 

‘About 11 o'clock Simpson drove up and 


asked me to take care of a lady. He said she 
was; drunk and that she came 
from the Kimball house. I went 


out to the hack. She was lying in the hack 
yet — I saw she was a nice looking wo- 
man an sked Simpson if she had any 
money. Simpson said she had,and I told him 
to bring herin. He picked her up and car-. 


ried her into my room, and about 
this time she woke up. I took her money 
from her purse. There was $550. If then 


took her watch, breastpin andSnecklace off 
and locked them np in my drawer, She be- 
came very insolent and demanded water and 
we gave hersome. She then asked for some- 
thing to drink, but I did not have it in my 
house,”’ 

‘‘How many rings did she haye on!” 

“Two. A small soltaire and a plain gold 
ring. They were on the third figger of her 
lefthand. The woman did not sleep. She 
appeared wila and I got frightened. I thought 
she was crazy. She remained about a half 
hour and left. Before she went I gave her 
her jewelry and money.”’ 

‘Did you see a man about the hack?” 

“No one but Simpson. The woman 
was. helpless until ihe got into the 
house, then she went wild. Why 
we all got frightened, and were glad when 
she left. I believe she was drugged. She 
did not act like a drunken woman. Her 
clothes were nice and clean. From this: ] 
judged she wasa lady. There were no men 
in my house while she was there.”’ 

The prevailing impression among the :po- 
lice is that Miss Grady’s story is about cor- 
rect. But as to whom the charge of robber 
should be laid there is no telling yet. t 
seems impossible to believe that she was the 
victim of drugged wine. Every effort is being 
made te find the perpetrators, 


A LIVELY -»sK:RMISH. 


One Rallroad Company tearing Up the Rails e 
Another—Arrest of Several Parties. 


BurraLo, May 20.—A few days ago the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western railroad 
company obtained an injunction restraining 
the Rochester and Pittsburg, railroad com- 
pany from laying its tracks oles the Humph- 
rey farm, astrip of land which the former 
had once intended to utilize, but subsequently 
abandoned. The main track and several 
switches, which had been laid by the latter, 
were then torn up and replaced with Lacka- 
wanna rails. ‘Yesterday afternoon 
three hundred employes of the Rochester 
and Pittsburg raiiroad were collected te- 
gether, and with the aid of five engines and 
cables, they ditched the cars of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western company, and re-- 
laid their track, which was again torn up by 
the Lackawanna company.

CLOVER CULTURE, 


How Our O14’ Landa May be Keclaimed and Made 
to Yield a Hundred Dellars aa Acre. 


J. B. llunnigutt in the Coweta advertiser. 

Having been asked a great many questions 
about ciover culture of late; the writer bas 
thought best, with your permission, Mr. Ed- 
itor, to answer some of these inquiries pub- 
hely. Just at this time unusual interest at- 
taches to fuodand pasture problems. Clover 
culture helps to the solution. How best and 
cheapest to provide forage for stock is a ques- 
tion that presses itself upon every farmer 
who hopes to succeed. 

Many pcints are to be noticed in estimat- 
ing the cost of sowing and harvesting clover. 
It ‘is essential! to success that the soil be well 
prepared. it should be thoroughly pulver- 
ized by plowing deep and harrowiug often. 
The cost of this will, of course, depend on 
previous condition of the land. When the 
soil has been well prepared the seed should 
be sowed on top and a roller run over it. 
Harrowing puts seed too deep and often de- 
stroys the stand, 

li has long been a prevailing opinion that 
clover would not grow successfully on gray 
land, but experience proves this to be a 
mistake, and it is doubtful which is bet- 
ter adapted to its growth, gray or red soil. 
Thin land should be manured with amoniated 
guano or lot manure, or, betterstill, compost. 
Good Jand needs only land-plaster. 

Clover should be sowed in fall with wheat 
—not too late—o: alone in February. Twelve 
to fifteen pounds per acre are suflicient 
It is a very tender plant for some months 
and easily injured by cold, or drought, or 
weeds. Fail sowimg is léss tiable to injury 
from druught or weeds and, therefore, gen- 
erally to be preferred. When thus sown 
you get toc crops the next year after har- 
vesting wheat. 

Clover skouid never be pastured first year 
less it bea very rainy season. After each 
cutting, land plaster should be used as a 
top dressiny, and if the land be very poor 
a dressing 0: compost once a year will be very 


profitable. The cost and profits may be ar- 
roximated thus:

Annual yie:d per acre, average two tons per 
cutting, two or tnree crops per year—five tons 
per acre, vaiaed at $1 per nundred, $100; net 
profit per acre, $87.25.. After the first year’s 
cost of preparation and seeding can be de- 
ducted, leav:ng simple expense of sowing and 
manuring $7.50; profit, $92.50. 

As to nutritive qualities, there is no better 
forage, excepting, perhaps, bermuda grass. 
Clover hay is much better than the best fod- 
der—both for cows and horses, and is good for 
hogs. After some years experience the writer 
considers ar acre of clover worth a profit of 
$100 a year. He has just cut a fine crop from 
clover sowec seven years since. It is now 
growing in kis fence corners, and is worse 
than crab grass in his garden. He has suc- 
ceeded on Very thin gray land. 

Phe profit of clover raising is not obtained

at the expense of the soil. On the contrary, 
the soil grows rapidly richer, and will pro- 
duce better <rops a any kind after the clover. 
Thus you gei better land, fat horses, prancing 
colts, rolling pigs and skipping lambs, to say 
nothing of iowing kine, pails of cream and 
firkins of Jersey butter as the resuit of clover 
culture, | 

Herein lies the redemption of our land 
from naked uills and empty pockets. _Clover 
versus cotton should be our motto,

The negro did not, and for this*the 
southern people feel grateful to him, and are 
willing to aid him in solving the future of 
his life and progress. They ought to-do 
so. Few there be who entertain the chimer- 
cal idea of his removal from .cur midst by 
colonization or otherwise. Therefore, for one, 
we are in favor of doing all that can be done 
for fhe welfare and moral and intellectual 
progress of the race, and the race should seek 
to ally themselves with the south more than to 
become the tools of northern politicians and 
office-seekers. We repeat, that what the ne- 
gro needs most is “bread and meat,” and 
what else he should desire after that is a fair 
chance for intellectual advancement. These 
are the first and primary” elements in the so- 
cution of the negro problem. 


MIRABEAU B. LAMA 


The Author of “The Daughter of Mendoza”~—A Per- 
sonal Recollection. 
From the Washington Post. 

The exquisitely beautiful lines with the 
above caption, thatappeared in the last Sun- 
day issue of the Post, you may not know, 
were conceived and executed and published 
years ago, by a man who stamped his genius 
upon the history of the country—Mirabeau 
B. Lamar—first a general in the army of the 
liberating forces of Texas, and afterwards 
president of that great state, the uncle of the 
present eloquent and talented United States 
senator from Mississippi, L.Q.C. Lamar. I 
met with them first during my traveis in 
Texas in the year of 1857, under a commission 
from the Hon. A. V. Brown, postmaster gen- 
eral, 

After returning from a visit to the Lam- 
pasas Springs, in company with Mr. Hamil- 
ton, who wasa native of Alabama, and who 
since the civil war came to the United States 
senate from Texas, I met General Mirabeau 
B. Lamar at the hotel where I stopped in 
Austin, with his fame still fresh in the minds 
of men. Governor Pease wasalso at tie 
same hotel, who was a native of the north, as 
was also Austin, who led the first Amer- 
ican colony into Texas. At the same 
time I formed the acquaintance of Chief- 
Justice Hemphill, afterwards United States 
senator, who was a native of South Carolina 
and of General Green, of Virginia extraction, 
who was killed during the late civil war com- 
manding a Texas brigade in the ill-conducted 
battle fought by General Smith against Gen- 
eral Steele on the banks of the Cash in Ar- 
kansas, upon the retreat of General Steele, 
after his disastrous repulse and defeat by 
General Sterling Price. 

General Lamar had retired from politics, 
yet his chivalric genius did not rest. Not 
long before he had prepared and published a 
volume of his poems, and among them | 
found ‘‘The Daughter of Mendoza.”’ The ex- 
ceeding beauty of these lines in conception 
and perfect execution, in their siaulead Gow 
and grace scarcely ever equaled and never 
surpassed, riveted them upon my mefhory, 


and since then in my conversations 1 have 
often and over again instanced 


them as being among the rarest gems of veri- 
fication and true p etry in the English lan- 


guage. But years before I met Genera] La- 
mar at Austin, while negotiations were ng 
forward in Washington for the annexatign of 


Texas to the union, it had fallen to my pro- 
y-nce to invite and to receive him as a guest 
of the president of the United States on the 
occasion of one of the state dinners in the 
presidential mansion. , 

General Lamar was a native of Georgia, 
and the’ senator himself is also a native of 
that state. The characteristics of the family 
are striking. A chivalric nature, indomitable 
energy, a courage unflinching, vivid intellec- 
tually, a genius I might say inspired by the 
imagination, has marked more than one of 
itsmembers. Atan early age Mirabeau B. 
Lamar, fired by the news of the struggle in 
Texas to achieve independence, and burning 
with indignation at the atrocities committed 
by the Mexican butchers near Gonzales after 


the surrender of Travis, and_ at 
the Alamo where David Crokett 
fell, threw himself into the 
field of contest, and at the battle of San 


Jacinto commanded the Texan cavalry. That 
he did his work well on that gory day may 
be inferred from the fact that on preparing 
for the fight, as Mr. Hamilton informed me 
at Austin, he dressed himself in a blood-red 
waistcoat. Itevidently meant that he in- 
tended no half way work, and when the sun 
went down on that memorable day, Santa 
Anna’s army was annihilated as completely 
as was that of Rome at Cannes before Hanni- 
bal; he, himself, a prisoner, and Texas stood 
forth unfettered and disenthralled, an empire 
in domain, and in the eyes of mankind un-. 
conquerable. His gallantry on that day im- 
pressed his name notonly upon the public 
annals, but upon the hearts of his associates 
in arms and all other Texans, so deeply that 
he was ultimately called tothe chair of the 
chief miagistracy by acclamation. In 
that chair he crowned his administration by 
‘ausing the enactment of the most magnifi- 
cently generous donation for educational] pur- ’ 
poses, through the reservation anc appropria 
tion of public lands, in and for each and ev- 
ery county, and fora general state universi- 
ty, ever vouchsafed to any school system in 
the world. How it hag been applied I do not 
know, nor will I stop to inquire. In itself 
it is an imperishable monument to the wis- 
dom of his head, and the humanity of his 
heart. The enchanting musical flow of his 
poem, ‘The Daughter of Mendoza,”’ enshrines 
forever his memory in its melody.

There 
was a doctorin the captain’s company. We suppesed 
him to be along to give medical aid. lexpect that 
when he got across the river, from the amount of 
fiesh that he carries, he felt a little like the Lrishman, 
when he ran up the hilland exclaimed: “And faith 
and be jabblers and it fills me with wind.’’ There 
was a@ distinguished railroad conductorin the com- 
pany who was very watchful that they might re- 
treat on schedule time.

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A VISIT TO GRORGIA’S GREATEST 
VINERY. : 


Mr. Oléfield’s Venture Into Georgia Fruit Aaising— 
Hie Hopes atd Prospects, the Work He Hasin 
Hand,and the Field Re Has Betore Him— 
Protecting Fruit From Frost. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Grierix, Ga., May 26, 1582.—Yesterday 
morning I boarded the accommodation train 
which leaves here at 6 o'clock, and in five 
minutes Conductor Enniss called out, *‘Vine- 
vard!’’ Distance, three miles. A more per- 
fect morning coule not have been desired. 
The thermometer registered under seventy, 
and the air came from out the northwest as 
cool and crisp as in March. 
hurried aboard a pile of crates filled with 
strawberries, peaches and vegetables; the 
train moved on and left me in the midst of 
the largest single fruit section of Georgia. 
Just now the place looks like a paradise. 


Woodruff’s big orchards of peaches, 
pears and plums, full of 
green leaves and hanging in fast-

bearing vines all bellied out with heavy fo- 
liage and laden with a niillion clusters of 
grapes in embryo; the beautiful grove of 
sturdy oaks that fill the park in front of the 
house. Keller’s two year old vineyard, the 
largest in the south, where 40,000 young vines 
are just learning to cling to and climb as 
many tall stakes; the sound ofsaw and ham- 
mer, and the busy plowman furrowing over 
the hills: the blazing sun scarce above the 
horizon; the long shadows growing shorter, 
the breath of spring that canie from every- 
where; the flowers that bloomed in Wanton 
wildness all around me; the city of Griffia 
that nestled down seemingly at the end of the 
lovely valley that stretched out in front to- 
ward the southeast; the spires that shone 
white in the sunlight, made the entire pic- 
ture one to be studied, lingered over and 
loved. 

I bad come to see the latest new comer at 
Vinevard. Mr. Wm. Oldtield, who hails from 
Canada; a sturdy young Englishman, full of 
health and vigor, and, withal, a man who is 
destined by his strength of intellect and his 
practicai ideas of fruit culture, to be a peer 
among his fellows. I found him at the home 
of Mr. James Beatty, where be is temporarily 
residing until his own house is finished. 
what he promises is fulfilled, I consider Mr. 
Oldfield the most valuable addition to the 
fruit interests Georgia has had in years. He 
has trateled all over the union in search of 
a desirable spot to locate, and this is the

“How do you like tuiscountry?’ 1 asked. 
‘““Well. it took mea long time to find out,

have ever known, There are fewer disad- 


vantages and more to recommend this place 
than I have found anywhere else.’’ 

‘You came from Canada?” 

“Yes, but the rigid, frigid climate there was 
morethan I cared to figbt;so I came away after 
bard struggle anda tough undertaking. Your 
mild climate; the lack of intense coid and 
the surety of good crops always, makes this a 
place worth all Canada for fruit growing pur- 
DOsSts, 

’ “But frost is treacherous even here?’, 

“Yes I know, but not as in Canada. Down 
here | believe that measures can be adopted 
that will insure a good fruit cropevery year.”’ 

‘Have you any theory you thnk practical 
for preserving fruit against frosts?” 

“Yes, and one that I believe will be tried 
by a great many Georgians sooner or later. Of 
course, I have only been here a short while, 
and I base my opinion on what I have seen 
in the old country. If Lonly knew the num- 
ber of degrees of cold—if it takes only twoor 
three degrees of frost to kill, | would better 
know how to work. I think one degree of 
frost enough to kill in the low lands, but this 
I must find out for myself, as I haye seen no 
one who can tell me.”’ 

THE NEW THEORY, 

“Now my plan is to adopt something simi- 
lar :o what is used in England. There they 
grow teaches by training the trees against a 
tlat well, fan-shape, and when a damp, frosty 
night comes, a light sparrow netting is thrown 
over the tres, and they are perfectly protect- 
ed. Growing fruit by this plan, is known as 
the espalier system. Apricots and peaches 
grow this way perfectly and a crop is never 
missed, even in that miserably uncertain and 
severe country. Now if that be true, why 
can't we use a mosquito netting of cheap 
quality to throw over the trees’? This would 
appear singular at first, and doubtless would 
amuse some, but I believe it solves the prob- 
lem, This netting can be bought for one or 
two cents per yard, and ten yards would be 
enough to cover ordinary sized trees. As the 
netting would last ten years, with good care, 
the outlay would be merely nominal.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Oldfield said: ‘‘Another 
thing which ieads me to believe this would 
do for peaches and other fruit, is that B. kK 
Biiss & Co., the great seed men, are now ad- 
vertising a small planv protector for: sale, 
which is made of this netting, and which is 
an absolute protection against frost for plants 
ofany kind. The frost seems t6 gather on 
the bushes instead of touching the fruit. The 
yreat fruit section of France, Montroernie, 
the greatest in Europe, grows fruit on the es- 
palier system, and every year a vast quantity 
of fruit goes to London, which has been pro- 
tected by netting. As itis 

AN UNDOUBTED FACT 
that nothing will protect fruit from. frost, 
what is the cost of the netting compared to 
the wealth to be saved in the fruit crop?’ 
ANOTMER IDEA. 

“Have you ever known any other plan for 
protecting against trost?”’ 

“Well, yes; in Canada I was a big potato 
grower. There we fight frost every way im- 
avinable. luseda large house for storing po- 
tatoes, protected by acellar and by banking 
dirtaround the outside, etc. 1 tried every 
way and fuiled, Finally, 1 tried putting tubs 
of water in the cellar, ana after that I never 
lost a potato. I found that frost was attracted 
by water. Before I used the tubs I found 
that whenever there was a wet rag, an old 
coat, or anything in the cellar, there the po- 
tatoes would always be good. Now, 
if there’s this aflinity between frost and wa- 
ter why couldn’t we use Florida moss, wet 
and hung on the trees during dangerous 
nights? I believe it would do. Bundles of 
fodder, oats or hay wouldansweras well. Or 
even small pans of water set in the trees 
might answer as well. These two theories, 
and they are scarcely theories, since they have 
worked such results in other countries and 
under other circumstances, I believe can be: 
used here with certainty. The netting, I: 
know, will serve the purpose, and when ny; 
fruit farm is ready to bear I shall try it.” i 

Mr. Oldfield bas bought 300 acres near the 
Keller vineyard, and has already commenced 
to stock it with fruit trees, For this summer’s 
trucking he bas planted about twenty-five 
acres in tomatoes, and expects to receive at 
least $100 an acre from them. In another 
letter I’) give some idea of what the tomato 
crop promises,and mention what a bandsome 
profit there is in them. C, T. L.

‘ RATES ON COTTON GOODS. 

Commissioner Fink, of the east and west 
trunk lines, says that he endeavors to get as 
much out of a commodity as he can without 
losing the trade—in other words, that the 
rate on each article is put as high as it will 
bear; and yet he refuses to take sheetings aud 
other coarse cotton goods out of the first-class, 
which is taxed75 cents a hundred between 
New York and Chicago. Thisis not an un- 
reasonable rate, and yet it is more than can 


hereafter be collected without a loss 
of traftic. If therefore Mr fink’s 
plan of assessment ‘%s adhered to, it 


would seem to follow that coarse cotton goods 
should be put on a level with sugar or other 
cheap freights. But Mr. Albert Fink isa 
Wise man in these days of railroads and com- 
pilex rate tables. He knows alithe outs and 
ins of menhanis, of every turn in the cur- 
rents oftrade. He would doubtiess grant the 
requesis of the eastern men in accordance 
with his general plan of retaining the trade 
that southern mills are confessedly taking 
each yearin greater proportion, if such con- 
cessions would be effective. Mr. Fink under- 
stands all the bearings of the question, and 
he undoubtedly sees that such reductions 
would involve a long-range rate war between 
the north-and-south lines of the south and 
his trunk lines. His own rvads would 
lose a portion of their income, with- 
out increasing or even hol ing the 
business of carrying cotton goods. The 
merchants and manufacturers of the east 
would pocket the difference, and yet remain 
powerless to withstand the current that is 
sweeping the trade in coarse cotton goods 
away frointhem. If Mr. Fink was dictator 
of the southern lines the proposition of the 
eastern men wight be practicable, but as 
matters are they simply ask Mr. Fink to lower 
his rates without offering him any compensa- 
tion whatever. For the moment that the 
great controller of the east changes his rates, 

our vigilant railroad bosses will change their 
rates, and in such a wer our ruads would be 
Slipply fighting for return freights, which 
they need very much, and which they can 
afford to carry almost as cheaply as ships take 
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gg salt as  baliast. Commissioner — Fink 
declines to pitate a _—— rate 
war and the New York com misioners 


will be apt to inform the cotton goods men of 
the east that they have run up with compe- 
tition at last that must be met openly and 
squarely, without the aid of subsidies of any 
kind. These men have been protected in one 
way and another so long that as soon as their 
monopoly is treatened they cry out for 
more protectior.. They will not get it. The 
trunk lines cansot grant it, simply because 
Mr. Commissioner Fink's orders do not bind 
the roads that tap the cotton belt.

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IMMIGRATION. 

Up to the first day of the present month 
there was a prospect of a considerable de- 
crease in the number of immigrants, as com- 
pared with the :umber that came over last 
year; but since the opening of the present 
month there ha« been a large and rising tide 
of arrivals, especially from Ireland and Ger- 
many. Very many Seandinavians are also 
seeking homes in this country. The troubles 
in Ireland have much to do with this influx 
of population, but the recent flood of Swedes, 
Norwegians, Vanes and Germans has no spe- 
cial reason behind it—they seem to come siin- 
ply because the aew world offers better op- 
portunities thar: the countries in which they 
were born. | 

The tutal number of arrivals from January 
1 ty. May 1 was 1:15,535, or a decrease of 54,800 
as compared wita the first four months of 


1882, Since May 1, however, there 
has been a sudden and marked increase, 
the total for the first ten days being 
29876, or only 476 less than for the 


first ten daysin May, 1852, The immigration 
for the month bids fair to exceed that of last 
year, which was 88,768, while the Scandinavi- 
an immigration hias not reached itsmaximum. 
The Swedes, Norwegian;, and Danes are com 

ing over in large numbers by every steamer, 
no less than 500 arriving on a single vessel 
Wednesday. Ajlof the ships are well laden 
with English, Scotch, Irish, Welsh, Scandina- 
vyians, Germans, Dutch, French, and [talians: 
the immigration of the last named being 
larger than iteyer was. They are no sooner 
landed than they begin to make a living, 
either by picking up rags and paper, grinding 
a hand-organ, or laboring in the streets. 
About 200 Italians who landed recently were 
seen lounging about Castle Garden waiting 
for advice from their friends, and among 
them were several who were assorting rags 
and paper which tlfey had picked up on the 
streets, 

It is not difficult to understand, after read- 
ing such statements as these, why the new 
states in the northwest fill upso rapidly—why 
all the northern states are populous and pros- 
perous. In this month of May enough people 
were janded to :aake three cities as large as 
Savannah, and of this population probably not 
100—certainly not one thousand—were added 
to the population of the south. The facts 
carry their own lesson.

THE REPUBLICAN OUTLOOK, 

The republican brethren are making stren- 
uous efforts to put an end to the catfight that 
has been going en in the party since the defeat 
of GrantatChicsgo.

As serious «3 this scandal is in its nature 
and bearings, it is not the cause of the loud 
lack of harmouy that exists in the republi- 
can party. Tize cause lies deeper. The re- 
publicans are used to scandals, and they 
have slept inthe same bed and ate at the 
same board with dishonesty for more than 
twenty years, and it isa part of their policy 
to reward ccirruption. It is not to be sup- 
posed, therefore, that they are likely to quar- 
rel with each other because a supreme court 
judge has been bought or sold. But there 
are a large number of young republicans who 
have been educated in an atmosphere entire- 
ly different frem that in which the republican 
party .was nurtured. Allusions to the “‘re 
bellion’’ do nct inflame them, and arguments 
that are empleyed by the organs do not affect 
them. They sre opposed to the spoils system 
and they desire the affairs of the country to 
be honestly administered. The result is that 
with their new notions and ideas they are 
creating consi:erable confusion in the repub- 
lican ranks. 

In view of the difference that exists, it is 
said that Mr. Arthur has aroused himself to 
he necessity oi doing something, He pretends 
that he has no desire tobe hisown successor, 
but he is anxious that his successor should 
be arepublica:,, and to thatend he is begin- 
ning to stir himeelf. His appointment of 
Gresham was in the nature ofa compromise, 
and the corresyondents say he has grown very 
fond of Greshim. Mr. Frank Hatton has been 
running the administration, and his efforts 
have been sup »lemented by those of Mr. Billy 
Chandler. Mr. Hatton's motto is, ‘‘Hurrah 
for Mahone ani down with the New York 
Tribune.”

MAHONEISM’IN GEORGIA, 


Fight QOver the Savannah Collector- 
ship. 
Correspondence Savannah News. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—General Longstreet, who 
is on the way to Georgia from Annapolis, where he 
has been with his son who was recently entered as 
a naval cadet, called yesterday at the treasury de- 
partment to urge Wimberly’s appointment as inter- 
nal revenue collector at Savannah. During his 
stay at Annapolis General Longstreet met 
Secretary Folger, who was down there 
for theday. Secretary Folger said to General Long- 
street that there was one thing that he would like 
to have explained. He said that he was for Wim- 
berly to succeed Pleasants, but that Emory Speer, 
who had previously warmly indorsed Wimberly, 
had withdrawn that indorsement and entered a 
protest against Wimberly’sappointment. He at the 
same time urged White’s appointment. Mr. Long- 
street said to Mr Folger that he could not give any 
explanation of Mr. Speer’s course. It was a sur 
prise tohim. He knew that Mr. Speer had joined 
with him in recommerding Mr. Wimberly 
but had not until that time known that he had 
changed front. He, itisalso said, made a few re- 
marks about Mr Speer’s insincerity. Mr. Speer’s 
course in this mater has puitsomething of a chasm 
between him and General Longstreet. Papers are 
on file at the treasury department in whieh Mr. 
Speer recommended Wimberly’sappointment. Mr. 
Speer also went two or three times with Mr. Wim- 
berly to Setretary Folger in the latter’sbehalf. His 
change to White is significant. It is believed to be 
the commencementof an attempt ou the part of 
Speer and his friends to control republican matters 
in Georgia—especially the federal appointments— 
and to overthrow General Longsireet’s influence. 
Certain itisthat General Longstreet does not feel 
very passive over what he terms Mr. Speer’s insin- 
cerity. White still thinks that he willbe Pleasants 
successor. : es 

A letter received here from him attests his confi- 
dence in Emory Speer’s finally putting bim through. 
He says in regard to that little tobacco rebate racket 
that he knew nothing about it, and thet his name 
was used without any knowledge whatever of it on 
his part. The report of Special Agent Chapman, of 
the internal revenue bureau, is, howevey, opposed 
to White’s innocent view of the matter. ‘hein- 
ternal revenue collectorship at Savannah will be 
settled exactly when the mind of man not now 
knoweth.

Augusia, Elberton and Chicago railway, Camp 
Evans, Columbia county, Georgia, April 16, 1883.— 
To the president and: directors of the Augusta, El- 
berton «od Chicago railway company: GENTLE- 
MEN—i1 submit herewith maps, profiles and 
estimates of the experimental iine from Little river 
to Elberton. Crossing Little river by a bridge of 90 


feet span and 62 feet high, with about 580 feet of 
trestie 26 to 50 feet high, the line suirmeunts with 
light work and easy grades the ridge between the 
river aud Gray's river; thence it ascends to the 
high “‘piney'’ ridge between Gray’s creek and 
Dry Fork of Soap crees, encountering only two 
deep hollows, and showing a remarkably fa- 
vorable profile with very few indications of rock’ 
Dry For is crossed with a moderate trestle, and 
the line passes thence over smooth ground and 
good alizument to the ridge nslf mile east of Lin- 
colnton. From this point to the valley of Fishing 
creek but one serious obstacie is encountered, the 
main brench of Soap creek, where we have a trestle 
700 feet jong and from 50 to 65 feet high across the 
stream and sottom lands. Considerable time was 
devoted to avoiding or lessening this formidable 
work, btiitiam couviseed that no material im- 
provement can be effected, because, as the profile 
shows atall the principal streams on the survey, 
the vaileys have been eroded to a great 
depth below the general plane __iof 
the eountry. From the Barkesdale’s 
Ferry and Washington road the line ligs upon a pine 
ridge tw Fishing creek, which is esse with a 
bridge and trestie 65 ieet high and 7v0 feet wide; 
whence we ascend easily to the summit at Mr. John 
N. Cnennault’s. The attempt tocross the very high 
ridge beiween Newford and Pistol creeks, to the 
left of or at Beulah church, on the Greensboro road 
faile@eniirely, ou account of the great height of 
that fidge and the very short distance between the 
creeks. { was, therefore, obliged to seek a crossing 
further to the right, but the located liue will neces- 
sarily lie still further to the right than the experi- 
menial, which line demonstrates the fact that the 
ridge is s90 high even there. The descent to Pistol 
creck ix Comparatively easy; and thence to 
Broad river, no heavy grading is found; 
but just beyond the Lexington road two 
very deep hollows are encountered. Broadfriver, 
540 feet wide, is crossed ata height of 22 feet andin 
very shallow water, at the head of ‘‘Antony’s 
Shoals.’’ Thus, without any settled purpose to do 
so, 1 brought the survey directly to this trrly mag- 
nificent water power - one of the finest I have ever 
seen. Diyerted somewhat to the right from the 
direct coarse, by the formidable ridge at the 
Greenesoro and Lexington woads; and finding by 
reconno;sauce and by actual levels that these 
ridges rse very rapidly towards Delhi and Fort- 
son's, licliowed by natu:al and easy steps the 
rou.e that lay plainly before me to the head of tne 
shoals. it isscarcely necessary to remark upon 
the advisability of building our railway to, or at 
least within easy reach of, such a 
grand power as this, destined at 
un early day to be improved and ts become 
the life of great manufacturing establishments, 
which willin turn bring, both directly and ina 
thousan-i incidental ways, a generous and ever in- 
creasing iraflic to the railway that brought them 
into existence. I am sure that only some well nigh 
iusuperable obstacle, or very great increase of dis- 
tance—neither of which exist in this case—could 
justify the ignoring of this crowning feature of the 
region we traverse, and in the near future most 
certain sourees of revenue to the road. From 
Broad river to Elberton, 1624 miles, we have a re- 
markabiy favorable line. excepting that rather 
more thxn two miles are comparatively rough, giv- 
ing moderately heavy work, The survey passes 
through the eastern edge of Elberton and 
connect: with the track of the El- 
berton Air Line railroad, 6962-100 miles from May- 
Ville station, and 80 84-100 miles from Augusta. In 
conclusion 1 willsay that while the experimental 
survey is of course sutceptible of revision and de- 
cided improvement in particular places, yet 1 am 
confide! thatinitsgencral position and direction 
it gives ihe best and cheapest line considering our 
limited means, it divides most fairly the territory 
that wil: be tributary to the railway, and will en- 
able the road to afford the largest accommodation 
to the greatest number of the people most interested 
in its coustruction, The estimates show that the 
grading is considerably cheaper in Lincoln and 
Wilkes than in Columbia county, and a still greater 
improvement in Elbert county.

On the Merits of the Late Fire Insurance Discussion 

We are permitted to publish the following: 

Cc. C. Hines; editor of *‘The Insurance Monitor,’ 
New York City—In the-May numberof the ‘*Mon- 
itor’? you are pleased to make an extract from my 
ast reply to Mr..Dargan, published in THE ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION, ‘‘On the comparative inferiority of 
the souih to the north as an insurance field,’’ which 
I think does me injustice, and you also make some 
comme::ts of yourown which aggravate the wrong 
done. in my comparisons between northern and 
southern states for five years, I distinctly 
stated that it was between states ‘‘which 
contribute near the same amount of premiums 
to the companies, have near the same value ofinsur- 
able property, and contrast most 1n Climatic condi- 
ticus.’’ and say—take these states Separately or 
group them, and what does the result show’? An 
excess of losses by the nortoern states so compared 
of overien and a half miilion dollars. Yet in 
your comments you iotally ignore this 
fact and say: “No adequate notion. of 
profits can be conveyed without. an exhibit 
of premium receipts as well as_ losses, 

The statement was a fair testof Mr. Dargan’s 
theories as to ‘‘excess of loss’’ from demoralizations 
‘“pecul.ar to the south’’ and from climatic effects. 
It showed that Minnesota was worse than lexas, 
while contributing ho more premiums to rhe com- 
panies, and also that lossesin Muineand Vermont 
were $6,675,000, while in Mississippi and Alabama 
they were only $2,501,U00—the contributions to the 
companies in the states being about equal. Tne 
former states being exempt from all the evils enu- 
merate’ by Mr. Dargan, to account: for and estab 
lish his supposed inferiority. They had been 
triumphantin war, prosperous during and since its 
termination Without auy disturbauce of the inter- 
nalecouomy,and blessed withacold climate. In 
view of such results we submitif ourclimate was 
bad, our morale was good, and vice versa, if our 
morale was bad our climate was good, for the in- 
Surance Companies. 

You «so say ‘'when the business is bad all over 
there is not much consolation in demonstrating 
which partis worse.’”’ We insist that it was a com- 
plete reply to yourapproval of Mr. Dargan’s theo- 
ries, a4 if the northern states Compared paid more 
premitms to the companies, we ask if there was 
any such difference as to justify their spiendid su- 
periority in losses? It must be remembered that 
ihe otject of the. essay was to establish the 
comparative inferiority of the south; and you 
and ot!iers indorsei bis reasons and facts as just 
and philosophical, aud his conclusions as Correct. 
In your editorial you repeat yeur indorsement of 
the essay; and farther say: ‘that suqsequentevents 
have justified the opinion then expressed ;"’ that it 
was “the keenest analysis of southern insurance 
that it bas ever been your fortune to examiue,’’ 
and affect surprise at the opposition Which his un- 
supporied statements and theories, disparaging to 
the south, have excited, For your benetit and en- 


lightenment I now propose to give a positive, inde- 
peudeni, absylute and unconditioned, and not a 
com parative statement, to show you I do notshrink 
from sor evade the issue, and that there is 
some consolation to be able to show that 
“ellis not bad,’’ as you suggest in your com- 
ments, for the insurance Companies in the south. 

nd ip order that you may Clear yourself of preju- 
dice and ignorance of the facts and thus be com pe- 
tent to do justice to a section, which may have cost 
some insurance companies loss, but certainly has 
never failed in it» support of the Monitor. 

Mr. bargan, in his ietter to THE ATLANTA CONSTI- 
TUTION, Qualifies his first statementsas to excess Of 
jossin the whole south, from demoralizations from 
‘war, climate, want of diversity of pursuits, poverty 
and indoleuce,"’ by eliminating the states of Vir- 
ginia, Xentucky and Tennessee, which he says ‘‘are 
more nearly allied to northern states in Climate, 
production and situation.’’ Now as Texas and 
Arkansas are comparative! uew states 
with a Vast tide 0 immigration 
pouring in, have oo ne / of pursuits, are thor- 
oughly reconstructed politically and industrially 
and huve for six past years been richér than before 
the wer and suffer but possibly, and partially from 
one of the evils enumerated (1 e climate), they can 
also be eliminated from the statement | propose to 
make, which leaves the states of Louisana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, North and South Carolina, 
which constitute the territory comprised ip the iil 
fated cotton belt’ of Mr. Dargan. 

Thee ure the states which -lost three thousand 
millions of property by the war, which left them in 
political and industrial chaos. 

They have “drunk to the dregs’’ the bitter cup of 
“defeat and poverty,” of ‘carpet baggery,’’ of want 
of diversity of pursuits, of the strife of the ‘“‘bulls 
and bears’ over their great staple; and besides, of 
the whole power of the general government to sub- 
ject them to the demination of an inferior race and 
nave eias now added by Mr. Dargan, the perma- 
nent, .biding and incurable climatic effects which

these remaining «tates and their ‘‘concentrated and 
aggravated evils,’’ 1am bold enough to atiempt to 
supply the ‘‘desideratum’’ of premium receipts as 
compared with losses (which you suggest was need - 
ed in my article) and then call for the reasons of 
your glowing indorsement of Mr. Dargan’s essay, 
and also for a statement of the “subsequent events 
which have justified the opinion expressed.’ I give 
below a statement of premium receipts and losses 
of above states for six years, 1876 to 1881 inclusive; 
and again submit its fairness to underwriters, and

icle’s tables) $21,921,400. Wesubmuit noming could 
more pitilessly show the folly and unwis 


the ‘‘essay’’ you so cordially applaud and indorse. 

ting we submit that the statement for the south 
shows that not ‘all is bad,”’ and that the balance on 
the right side leaves a sufficiency to pay Jesses and 
expenses and taxes, a fair dividend to stockholders, 
and a reserve for ‘‘a bad day’’ to come. 

Surely no man, north. or south, can object, be- 
cause perhaps a portion of these profits may have 
been retained by local companies of the impover- 
ished and d- moralized south, especially as all ad- 
mit that their success is a conservative influence on 
the general business of the larger agency Compa- 
nies. 

I again submit, no fairer or complete test of 
Mr. Dargan’s theories could be made, and we be- 
lieve if the statement had been made for 
ten years previous to 1882, the re- 
sult would have been more satisfactory. 
I acknowledge that 18$2 has been disastrous to the 
companies in Georgia, Texas and Florida, but it 
has also been in the Sew Eagland states; and in 
view of all the facis, I can see no cause for discour- 
agement in the south. much less a severe indict- 
mentof her peopie as demoralized, reekless or 
improvident, as compared with the north. I have 
never allowed myself to impugn Mr. Dargan’s mo- 
tives or doubt his honesty or loyalty to his section, 
whieh he has taken so much pains to defend, but 
there is “another horn of tae dilemma,’ upou 
which heand his indorsers will be forever im- 
paled, acommon fate for theorists who have failed 
to study the subjects which they have discussed. 
Tine Chronicle has shown by statistics the reckless- 
ness and folly of his charges against the (supposed) 
inudolence, shifUessness and improvidence of the 
average southerner; and shows his want of 
knowledge of the social econ- 
omy of the people among whom he _iived, 
and states that the ‘ratio’ of ‘‘br.ad winners,’’ to 
the “whole population” is largerin the south than 
in the north, and ‘‘the high rate of such in the 
cotton states is specifically mentioned in the cen- 
sus.’’ Does notevery one know that most of the 
large cotton grop of Texas is made by ‘white 
labor,’ and I gay that if the white man can defy 
the sun and dews to make successfully thiscrop, he 
is equal to any demands which civilization can 
make upon him in this climate. 

Again, an equal ignorance isshown to the great 
facts, of the distribution of great naviga»le streams, 
of proximity to .he ocean and its exhalations and 
their effect on Isothermal lines and climate, so 
nobly preparing the very secuon he discussed for 
the habitation and abode of the great industrial, 
civilizing and progressive races He, however, 
leaves usin no doubtas to the sources of his inform- 
ation and points with pride and exultation to what 
‘‘some insurance presidents and ¢ditors’’ have told 
him at the fountain heads as to the correctness of 
his statements and the deep philosophy of his theo 
ries. We had not before known that the ‘dogma of 
infallibility’’ had been extended to include these 
great persons, but surely no pious pagan ever gave 
such faith to oracles or augurs, thougn they usually 
laughed in each others faces at the sacred sim- 
plicity with which they were beheved There is no 
cure for such a disease but bard facts aud Sta- 
tistics and Iam afraid thatin this case they may 
be unavailing, particularly with some _ editors 
insurafhce journals, 

As to rates north and south, we have suggested 
in previous articles that it isa matter not controlled 
altogether by managers, editors or 10sSurance Ccom- 
panies, nor by climatic theories, and is somewhat 
influenced by the great principles which underlie 
all business operations. An impoverished peovle 
must pay the penalty of poverty in the matters of 
interest, of the exchanges ol com- 
merce and in transportation, as well 
as insnrance, according to the inexorable 
laws of trade and business from which no virtues 
can exemptthem. It may however be news, aud 
shocking, but yet it is true that rates in Atlanta 
and other prosperous and progressive cities of the 
south have been for some time as cheap as in Cin- 
ciunnats and some other great cities of the nor'h and 
west. I believe as the south grows an’ develo; s in 
wealth aud permanent prosperity this benfit will be 
extended with “‘profit to the companies’’ in spite of 
ciimatic theories or other supposed evils, justas she 
is benefitted by new railroads and other enterprises 
in the matteis of interest and transportation and 
exchanges. 

In any proper estimate or analysis of the moral 
and “‘accidental’’ hazards of insurance in the south, 
I insist that due recognition should be made of the 
“combustibility’’ of our great staple from the gin- 
house tothe factory, and also of the negroes’ con- 
tribntion to incendiarism, and not the first to ve 
ignored and the latter ‘‘exempted,’’so as practically 
to give the white man ‘‘a corner in incendiarism,’’ 
as was done ia the essay you so warmly indorsed. 

I was told by a distinguished judge that he had 
tried seven cases for ginhouse burning by negrves 
in Burke county, Georgia, not one 
of which was = insured, and yet we are 
**told’’ to put it down when a gin 
is burned by a negroitisdone “at the instigation 
of some white mau to beat the isurauce Compa- 
nies.’’ Yes, the negro, like Shylock, has appetite, 
affections, passions and ‘‘revenge’’ and must bear 
his share of the evils discussed. 

Yet Ll frame vo ludicumeuntugainst the negroas a 
race in unis discussion, nordul deny that We have 
our spare of bad and corrupt white men, in com- 
mon with other races and sections. 

l wish to call your attention to the fact that the 
Chronicle, which first published Mr. Dargan’s 
essay, With words of approval, because they sup- 
posed his knowledge anu experience had justificd 
his comparisons and theories, in its issue of April 
19 has disproved by analysis, statistics and facts 
every single proposition as to the inferiority of the 
soutn as an insurance tield us compared with the 
north, aud repudiated all his ‘‘theories,’’ and in 
conclusion adds: ‘Mr, Dargan labors lo prove a 
difference in the northern and southern insurance 
fire hazards by proving the difference in northern 
and southern humanity, disparaging the latter. 
Moreover, his typical southerner is as much his 
own creation as Frankenstein’s monster. 

‘*His logic is at fault, because just as ingenious a 
specification of quite as plausibie Causes, could be 
made to prove that the fire hazards of any given 
section is superior to the fire hazard of another. 

‘His conclusions are unwarranted, because they 
are deduced to demonstrate unwarranted bypothe- 
ses,’’? and fiuallysays: “On the whole, it is not sur- 
prising that this essay should have provoked the 
earnest and vigorous protests from the southern 
public that it has done, and that there should be 
many persous who have naturally mistakeu Mr. 
Dargan's failure to study his subject for deliberate 
subtlety.’’ 

I submit thata full and free recantation of your 
eulogies of Mr. Dargan’s efforts are called for by 
the facts of the case aud would do much to heal 
sores which were torn afresh by the taunts of the 
insurance upon the repudiation of his essay. There 
was no wish to make comparisons nor create a sec- 
tional issue in insurance, vut when northern jour- 
nals cry out ‘afraid of the truth’’ and jmpute base 
motives without any Warrant or justifi®lton, com- 
mon self respect demands that they should be an- 
swered, especially against a false assumption of 
facts and a Clamorous search for evils which do 
vot exist, and au assignment of causes which can 
only stamp us forever with inferiority.

The 
large number of merchants there assembled 
express their preference as to the 
policy to be pursued in the matter of 
securing a building. The old board of trade 
has done much good, but it has been only a 
yioneer of sucha board as Atlanta should 
con. He would never be satisfied until he 
saw the chamber of commerce in an elegant 
home with all modern conveniences. 

Captain English said that all he asked was 
for the meetings to give some expression of 
its preference inthe manner of securing a 
home. He did-not propose to bind the com- 
mittee in any way. 

Mr. H. Castleman said thatit might be a 
good plan to ascertain whether the money 
could be raised before the meeting talked so 
confidently of building or buying a home. 

Captain English—We-can raise it right here. 

Several members.— Yes. 

Mr. Castleman said he was glad to hear such 
expressions and he hoped that the money 
could be raised. Several cities larger than 
Atlanta have their chambers of commerce in 
rented halls. 

Mr. Henry Boylston said a permanent home 
owned by the chamber should be secured by 
all means. There would be no difficulty in 
raising the Money at once if the effort were 
made. 

Mr. J. W. Harle asked if the $50 each con- 
tributed to start the movement would be ap- 
plied to itssupport. for the coming year or 
turned into a building fund, the current ex- 
penses to be met by dues fram the members. 

Colonel Mynatt said he was by no means 
opposed to the plan of building, and had 
proposed to wait for the report of the com- 
mittee, thinking that such would be the logi- 
cal course of the programme already mapped 
out by the meeting. He was willing if the 
meeting so desired to proceed at once and 
take steps to secure a permanent location. If 
we mean to build let us say so here,and there 
will be no use of the committee.

The man 
proceeded at once to Athens, found the 
friends of Diogenes, and related his story. 
They shaved his head and found this me* 
sage: “Asa positive and speedy Blood Pu- 
rifier for the cure of all Blood Poisons, B. B.
